Today The East Caribbean Central Bank is the issuing authority for countries using the East 
Caribbean dollar (exchange is 1 XCD / EC$ = 37¢ USD / 46¢ CAD), as seven full members 
and one associate member of the Organization of Eastern Caribbean States (OECS) which 
has existed since 1965, being the successor to the British West Indies dollar. The EC$ is 
subdivided into 100 cents and has been pegged to the United States dollar since 7 July 
1976 (US$1 = EC$2.70) hence making the Eastern Caribbean a popular travel area for 
Americans (outside of hurricane season). Most of these countries were hammered pretty 
hard in the recent seven hurricanes (Harvey, Irma, Jose, Katia, Lee, Maria, Nate), with island 
declared completely uninhabitable (Barbuda): Anguilla (overseas), Antigua and Barbuda, 
Dominica, Grenada, Montserrat (overseas), Saint Kitts and Nevis, Saint Lucia, Saint Vincent 
and the Grenadines. The British Virgin Islands and Martinique are the only OECS members 
not to use the XCD.

Despite British rule over what would later become the OECS, the most common currency in 
the 17th and 18th century was the Spanish dollar (often called Spanish pieces of eight). In 
1704 Queen Anne’s proclamation introduced the gold standard to the West Indies. British 
sterling coins were introduced by way of an imperial order in 1825. The pound was initially 
introduced at a rate of 1 Spanish dollar to 4 shilling and 4 pence, later corrected to $1 to 4 
shilling and 2 pence. Despite this, Spanish pieces of eight continued to circulate until the 
late 19th century. In 1949 the British introduced the British West Indies dollar, which was 
eventually replaced in 1965 by the Eastern Caribbean dollar.

Draws: 


SWCS Members Draw: The name was pulled and Scott 
Douglas surveyed the room but failed to see Gordon Parker in 
attendance. Gord, this is not the first time. Odds are in your 
favour that if you're here your name will get pulled. The $5 
prize was returned to the envelope along with a further $5 to 
make the November draw worth $10. The way to win the $10

King Arthur's Treasure was for 
107 item equivalence and was 
won by the evening's presenter 
Ernie Blair.

Daytona Draw: Daytona tickets are $2 each. The ticket drawn 
gives the lucky person a chance to choose between four 
different envelopes (1,2,3,4 / 5,6,7,8 / 9,10,11,12 depending 
on the series used that night) each containing a variety of 
prizes ranging in value from $35 up, among the current prizes 
possible is an RCM 1/25 ounce gold coin which retails in the 
$115-120 values! 


The envelope does not automatically go to the person picked. 
The envelope chosen by that person goes up for auction and 
when the bidding has finished the envelope winner has a 
choice of accepting the cash bid from the auction or maintain- 
ing the envelope contents. So there are two ways to win this 
draw: by having your number chosen and taking the envelope 
or by bidding on an envelope and hoping to present an 
acceptable offer to the envelope's winner. With one of the four 
envelopes containing a gold coin bids need to be reasonable 
to sway the owner's mind in favour of cash rather than chance.

The Pritchard and Andrews Company of Ottawa Limited

pales that one of the most prolific issuers of tokens and medals in Canada was in business for nearly 100 
years in the city of Ottawa, Ontario? 


Henry Thomas Pritchard was born on February 25, 1849 in London, England. Henry received his education at a London 
Boarding School where he took his apprenticeship in brass engraving. A family story has Henry joining a group of Gypsies 
in England in the late 1860’s and travelling through Canada as a trapeze artist. His companion in this adventure is said to 
have been John Watt later to become a well known Ottawa architect. Henry Pritchard came to Canada in 1872 with his 
mother, his father having died earlier, and they settled in the Ottawa District. Henry died on March 29, 1926, a most 
prominent and well respected figure in Ottawa and in his community. 


Henry operated on his own as an engraver from 1873 until 1875 when he entered into a partnership with Thomas A. 
Mingard. The company they formed was known as Pritchard and Mingard. This partnership would last for 11 years. 


Thomas A. Mingard was born in London, England in 1849. He came to Canada in 1875 and settled in Ottawa, Ontario. 
Thomas Mingard was prominent in Temperance and Religious movements. Like his partner Henry Pritchard, Mingard was 
an active member of the Congregational Church. In the summer of 1886 Mingard’s family had been vacationing for a 
time at Terrace Park, near Morristown, New York. Mingard himself arrived at Terrace Park to spend the last couple of 
weeks of Summer vacation with his family before they all returned to Ottawa. It was during this sojourn that he contracted 
a fever which soon escalated into typhoid and he died shortly after on September 26, 1886. Thomas Mingard was 37 
years of age and left behind a widow and five children.

In 1887, following the death of his business partner Thomas Mingard, Henry Pritchard formed e Oaer aR 
a partnership with John Edward Andrews to create the firm of Pritchard and Andrews. Ten SENET 
years later the company would incorporate to become known as “The Pritchard and Andrews Cue 
Company of Ottawa Limited”. 


John E. Andrews was born in London, England, in 1848. Andrews came to Canada around 1886. John Andrews was 
active in the Congregational Church, as was Pritchard’s previous partner Thomas Mingard, and was a member of the 
Sons of England. Due to a falling out with Henry Pritchard, John Andrews left the company in 1919 as an active partner. 
He moved to Montreal, Quebec, where he died five years later on April 04, 1924.

Like all researchers of other people’s lives, somewhere along the way one gets a distinct feeling about the essence of the 
individual or subject you are scrutinizing simply from the clues left for you to discover. Henry Pritchard left an aura of kind- 
ness and generosity in his wake. He contributed body and soul to his local church and community. He rewarded friends by 
bringing them into the fold of his company and making them shareholders in return for their invaluable business insight. 
He was a family man in every sense and not only genetically passed on his abilities as an engraver but made his sons an 
integral part of the Pritchard and Andrews Company, a move that largely contributed to its success. While one may expect 
aman with these attributes to be conspicuous in the public eye, nothing could be further from the truth. Although he lived 
in an age when businessmen would pay to have their company successes showcased in the various ‘Important Men of 
Canada’ volumes that were at hand, Henry Pritchard is conspicuous only in his absence from these pages. 


John Andrews, on the other hand, seems to have been a presence of silent strength. He didn’t openly solicit business 
friends to the Pritchard and Andrews board. The stock he received at the beginning of the partnership with Pritchard 
remained tightly in his hands. His only son, Ernest A., did not receive any stock in the company until his father died. 
Ernest A. Andrews did not work for the firm until 1934, when he joined Pritchard and Andrews as the Secretary-Treasurer, 
then later served as company President from 1942 until 1946. 


Neither Henry Pritchard nor Jonn Andrews appears to have been driven by vanity. This may be witnessed by the fact that 
both were content to leave the position of President to others within the executive of the company. Make no mistake,

however, the majority of the stock was held by these two gentlemen and decisions directed to the board at the annual meet- 
ing were likely a foregone conclusion. 


With all of this success one would think the company would run along smoothly with both parties having a private chuckle at 
their accomplishments and giving each other a well deserved pat on the back now and again. Apparently such was not the 
case, especially in the final years of their lives. It is reported that these two fine individuals had stopped talking to each other 
and would communicate only by the passing of notes via a third party. What a sad end to a dynamic partnership. It seems 
that these circumstances were evident up until Jonn Andrews left as an active partner in 1919. The reason given was 
apparently ill health; however, one must feel the disintegration of their friendship was the real cause. John Andrews died in 
1924 and Henry Pritchard followed in 1926.

FRONTIER Town 


Frontier Town was advertised and promoted widely. Some may recall the log billboards sa pee 
which Quigley erected along Montana highways. Frontier Town was a virtual museum of AVOU, MOSCA A 
old west artifacts, collected by Quigley over the decades. 


From 1951-54, Walter and Doris Marshall operated a summer theatre at Frontier Town, |& 
utilizing a large rotating stage which John Quigley fashioned out of logs. The Marshalls |@ 
went on to open the Old Brewery Theatre in Helena in 1954. 


Numerous celebrities visited Frontier Town, and it was the go-to place for a unique and 
memorable Montana experience. 


| Lost Cabin was a combination dude ranch, hunting lodge and ski resort opened by John |e 
and Marguerite Quigley (Kitty Ann Quigley Taaler's mother) in 1933-34. It was located on |™ 

the Quigley Ranch about 15 miles north of Avon, Montana. Summer activities for guests 
included horseback-riding, fishing, hunting and pitching in with the actual ranch work. 
Come winter, skiing and sledding topped the bill, with skiers ferried from the ranch to the} Meet the owner--- 

slopes on a "caterpillar snow train", which was essentially a huge wooden sled pulled by a JOHN R. QUIGLEY, mR.

Lost Cabin could accommodate eight to ten overnight guests. Guests arriving via rail would be met at stations in Helena, 
Avon, Deer Lodge or Butte. There was also a landing field at the ranch for air charter and private planes. There was a dining 
room in the lodge where "Wholesome, well cooked ranch meals" were served, "...with fresh meats, poultry, eggs, vegetables, 
fruits, milk and cream ail provided." 


The Frontier Town story begins with Quigley's "Lost Cabin Ranch" Dude Ranch and 

Ski Lodge near Avon, MT. Lost Cabin Ranch closed for the duration of World War II. 

w Even though he was an avid outdoorsman, John Quigley suffered from flat feet, 
which prevented him from enlisting in the armed forces. That didn’t stop him from 
contributing to the war effort; in 1942 John, Marquerite and sons Jack and Peter 
moved to south-central Washington, where John worked on construction of the Han- 

4 ford Nuclear Facility. He was superintendent for the R.D. Merrill and W. A. Carson 

») construction companies, and also had a riding academy in the Hanford area during 

- 7  that time. 


The Quigleys returned to Montana in 1945, with John and Marguerite divorcing in 1947. 
Realizing that Lost Cabin Ranch was too far from a large population center and good transportation to be a successful dude 


ranch, in 1946 Quigley purchased 40 acres of land on the eastern side of MacDonald Pass from the Mcintosh family of Avon, 
Montana. This marked the beginning of Frontier Town, the reject which would occupy the mene 32 years of John’s life.

In Deee mer of 1947, Quigley pitched a tent on his new- auane: land, and with some rudimentary tools, a team of oxen, a 
few well-worn machines, and the invaluable help of Slim Wilson and Joe Alt, two old-timers skilled in stone and log construc- 
tion, he began work on Frontier Town.

No matter which way you were traveling from Frontier Town, you had to 
descend a 6,000-foot mountain pass on a winding two-lane road, so 
naturally you had a drink or two. The altitude helped to boost the 
effects of the alcohol, which added to the fun of your descent. The bar 
had highly-detailed-animated Old West dioramas across the back, 
which could be activated by inserting coins into metal boxes on the 
wall.

John further wrote, “Stand at the front of the bar and look at the back bar. You'll see an eagle soaring over the hills and lake 
and dipping down among the trees. The eagle was made by me from a small piece of aluminum foil, suspended from a silk 
thread and operated by a small motor counter-sunk in one of the ceiling logs. As you look at the miniature lake amidst a 
setting of snow-capped mountains, you'll see a fisherman which | made by building a wire form, covering it with beeswax and 
then carving with small knives. If you look closely you may see tension on his line and a definite bend in his fishing pole. 
From this sparkling lake, supplied with water from a mountain spring which bubbles up right in the center of it, you can follow 
the water down the rocks, under a miniature bridge and finally over a waterfall between two huge boulders. From there it 
runs outside under the floor. This spring water is ice-cold. It is used in all drinks by placing the glass under the waterfall. 
Easy touch, says the barkeep! On the back bar are panoramic, animated dioramas to give an added feeling of realism and 
originality. One is the buffalo kill which contains twenty-six buffalo and ten Indians, all hand-made. Hundreds of rocks were 
sorted to find enough of the right composition and colour for the jump itself. As you watch the buffalo falling off the cliff, your 
attention is suddenly drawn to a little Indian high up on a rocky pinnacle to the left of the pishkun. He is sending smoke 
signals to warn other Indians that there are no more buffalo coming. The animated Indian-war diorama contains 37 figures 
and 7 deer-hide tepees. These figures were made from metal, because of the high-voltage electricity used to make the gun 
flashes as the whites and Indians deploy in their gun battle. In the background you may see Indian reinforcements going 
through their dance ritual. The stagecoach, which runs the full length of the bar, is operated on a principle similar to real 
cable cars which run on endless cables and turn on turntables.” 


At the far end of the bar was a cozy nook with comfortable rustic chairs in front of a 
warming stone fireplace. The stone steps leading up to the restaurant were adjacent to 
the sitting area. Mounting on that end of the bar was a small bronze sculpture of a cow- 
boy cooking with a skillet over a tiny natural gas flame. If the bartender noticed some- 
one admiring the cowboy, he’d tell them to look very closely at what he was cooking. 
When the subject peered into the little pan, the bartender would trigger the cowboy to 
spit a jet of ice-cold water onto the rocks in front of him, splattering the face of the 
unsuspecting tourist.

Many people ask why Frontier Town is no longer open to the public. The 
reality is that its days as an attraction have likely passed forever. Making 
Frontier Town pay required a special dedication that could only come 
from John Quigley and his — family. 


At the time of John Quigley’s death (1979), his daughter Kitty Ann and her 
husband Aavo Taaler were living in British Columbia, where Aavo was in 
the business of hydroelectric power generation. In 1980, Kitty Ann and 
Aavo returned to Montana and began operating the Frontier Town dining 
room for Sue, and partnered with John’s widow / Kitty Ann’s stepmother 
in operating the attraction. Kitty Ann and Aavo tried to purchase Frontier 
Town from Sue, but an agreement on terms could not be reached. 
Despite offers from the Taalers, Sue Quigley decided to sell Frontier Town.

Helena (Montana) real estate agency, and in 1992 Frontier Town was taking 
Frontier Town out of the hands of the Quigley family. The new owner was 
Denham Richard Pegg (1935-2011). Pegg had a lot of financial problems with 
Frontier Town, and in 1994 he auctioned off John Quigley's extensive western / 
antique, art and heirloom collection, and parts of Frontier Town itself, destroy- nes mere ree eee SS 


ing much of Frontier Town's unique culture and character. The matter became Helena resident purchases

In the mid-1990s, Pegg sold Frontier Town to one Erik Little, who operated 
it for several years. Pegg repossessed Frontier Town in 1999, and had continu- 
ing financial troubles. The resulting protracted legal problems culminated in a jj 
neglected Frontier Town being sold at a sheriff's auction in 2001 for 
$190,000. The buyer was Tom Battershell, who has made Frontier Town a 
private residence, working hard to protect and preserve the structures. 


Quoting Kitty Ann Quigley Taaler in the 12/14/2005 Independent Record: 


"The Tom Battershell family bought a shell of a maintenance nightmare, Bronties 

Frontier Town. Aavo and | could have bought Frontier Town, but there was no — 

way we could afford to work for years without income, bringing Frontier Town —— 

back to it's old glory and it's Quigley reputation....Nobody but the Quigleys, Taalers, and our generation of friends know what 
the real old glory of Frontier Town was." The page is turned, but many warm memories of that extraordinary place, and the 


man who built it, still remain.
